Wk were startled out of our propnoiy 
yiesterday on hearing of a rare asnrpation 
of power by the Legislative Council, who 
have preBumed to interfere with the Mu- 
nicipal Council in matters quite forolga to 
their position. We never for a moment 
supposed that the Legislative Council 
would attempt any such eQcroachineut 
upon the rights of oar citizens or our 
civic functionaries, but such would appear 
to be the intention ia the amendment in- 
troduced by Mr Trutch to the Municipal 
Amendment Ordinance. It would soem 
to be the desire of the Government to 
cripple the Corporation by every means 
in its power. After a lungtliy period of 
incubation an Act of liicor|)oratiou is 
hatched so notoriously defective tliaL the 
City Council may be siiid to have bojn 
bopping on one lef^ over since. The 
Municipal By..law Act, which was thrown 
out a few days ago, was intended 
to straighten the ricketty measure we have 
alluded to, but coutuined in its construc- 
tion 80 many incongruities that it would 
" only have added to the Municipal diUj- 
cnlties. Another Ordinance, called the 
Municipal Amendment Act, has been 
under the consideration of our Legislative 
wiseacres, and after undergoing an im- 
mense amount of lopping and amendment 
has acquired an addition from the facile 
hands of Mr Trutch, who lins robbed the 
citizens of the control of their own park 
by placing it oatb"do the city limits; Wo 
presume every one is aware thit the park 
has been under the coot ol of the City 
Council since Victoria boasted a Corpor- 
' ation; and our citizens are equally alive 
' to the fact that their administration has 
been most creditable. Why, then, take 
away a part of the corporate functions ? 
Are the citizens to be benefitted by the 
change? This we strongly doubt. Will 
our taxes be lightened by the transfer ? 
This we need hardly answer in the nega- 
. "tive. Is the Legislative Council more 
capable of watching ovur the interests of 
the people than the Town Council ? This 
we deny. What, then, can Lave induced 
the Legislative Council to step bnt of its 
way to meddlo with matters that must 
i'tnecesaarily bring them into conflict with 
■"the people ? They surely cannot imagine 
themselves too popnlar ; or, worao still, 
are they so confident in their power over 
the people that they rush into direct con- 
flict in order to enjoy their triumph ? It 
must be remembered that the Mayor and 
Town Council is a part of ourselves — feU 
low citizens chosen from our own ranks as 
a mark of our respect and esteem for 
them, and who are specially chosen to 
govern all matters pertaining to the civic 
administration of oar city and its priv- 
ileges. Any attack on that body, there- 
fore, is a direct insult to the peo|)le, and 
: must be met in such a spirit as to teach 
these official legislators that there is a 
power even fjreater than theirs. Had 
their wisdom been equal to their arrogance, 
they would have observed that the City 
Council enjoyed a freer atmosphere than 
ithe Council Chamber at the other side of 
the bay, and that ibc public business was 
more faithfully attended to in the foni.er 
than in the latter establisbmunl. We 
can without exaggeration boast of 
the best governed eity on the Paolflo; 
and we doubt whether anywhere in 
the world a similar amount of ira- 
prdvement hag boon aohioved with tbo 
like quantum of means. All this, how- 
ever, is beside the question of tbo ad- 
Liinistratinn of our Park which we 
in'ist must aid ought to be in the 
hands of the Mayor and Council of 
■this oity, and wo sincerely recommend 
Mr. Trutch to undo as quickly us posr, 
■Bible what ho has done in relation to 
the exclusion oi tho Park from the city 
imits. it is quite true that our Logis- 
llativo Councillors may have been mis- 
led on tho subjoct by interested par- 
ties, or some idea emanating from tho 
OW«f Commissioner ot Lands anJ 
Works may bavo iled him to think 
that wero iho Park in bis own 
hands ho could do more for tho public 
good than is now being done. Wo 
are prepared to admit this and much 
more J but at the" same time wo re- 
oommend an immediate transfer; or if 
ho doubts what we now advance as 
tho opinion of the peoplo on tho sub- 
ject, lot him attend at tho Theatre on 
Monday night and hear the opiniouB 
of tho ralepayero as they will then bo 
expressed. We assure him he will go 
away convinced of the wisdom of our 
counsel. Wo would suggest that so 
long as tbo attention of Legislative 
Councillors ia oonlinod to niatiors con-' 
neoted with thu gonoral Government, 
tho people uro inclined to give them a 
'good deal ot latitude ; but when they 
trench on the tunotions ol the peoplo 
they will find themaolvos in 
tho most unoomfortablo position 
they ever occupied. What thoy bad 
bettor do ia to pass a good useful law 
in order to arm tho Municipal Uouucil 
with powers sutliciout to carry out 
their bylaws with proper eliect, and 
having done so, lot thoiu leave tho 
Corporation to lake caro of ihomsolvos. 
No body of itio citizens aro 
watched by the people with moro 
zealous caro than our City JFathers, 
•who are oar own oflshoots, nnd re-

The hardiest vegetables, enob 
us rivlisli, turnip, lottuoe and beet do as wtll 
US il-ewhore,and paraley thrives e.'jceodinnly 
well, lienns and peaa are out of tho ques- 
tion, altliough a couple of m{b.seii wero with 
difficulty obmined as early as the 28th day ol 
August from the May's plaoiini?. It is need 
losa to sav tliat the ootcrprifing rancbinen 
have closed out with disgust and embarked in 
the univeisil avocation of trading damaged 
ptovifliohH t) the In.liiinn. Tliis year the 
t.eiuoii has been iinnsnaily fine, long Bumraer 
days blending altnoi-t into tho morning.

No large quantities 
hiiVQ been found within any roaBOOabla 
distance and suitable for shipping, in any 
one id ioe. The most valuable wood as yet 
known to us is the ytHow oodar. It is dura- 
tij, and eapatili) oi retaining the mo.sl exquif- 
it;pol!H'i, with cloofionosa of grain nearly 
equul lo that of box'wood. Hare, however, it 
is soaroe."
